(called counties in Texas) must pay 
half the cost of all main highways 
constructed therein and if they de­ 
cline 
the 
commission

the 
road, charging up half the cost to 
the parish, 
lie said the commission 
had not yet been forced to act 
so 
arbitrarily as that with any parish, 
and had no disposition to do so. Main 
highways have been completed in a 
connected way with the cooperation 
of the parishes. 
Prior to the 
es­ 
tablishment of the highway commis­ 
sion the highways throughout the 
state were disconnected similar 
to 
those of Texas, hut they were build­ 
ing the gaps and were rapidly ap­ 
proaching a connected system, which 
was their goal.

Need Fop New Constitution 
Representative Lee J. Rountree of

Republican senatorial candidates 
were running ahead in California. Connecticut, Delaware, 
Ohio and Wyoming. 
Democratic senatorial candidates were 
leading in Indiana, Michigan. Missouri, North Dakota. Mon­ 
tana. Republican senators were elected in Pennsylvania. Iowa, 
Nebraska, Wisconsin. Democrats won in New York, Maryland. 
Rhode Island and West Virginia. Berger, socialist, was ejected 
congressman in Wisconsin. Associated Press tabulation of con­ 
gressional vote this morning showed democrats 178 and repub­ 
licans 171. 
DEMOCRATS ARE MAKING GREAT GAINS. 
(By Associated Press) 
NEW \ ORK, Nov. 8.— Republican majorities in the sen­ 
ate and house were sharply reduced but republican managers 
declared they would not be wiped out. At noon 25 states had 
completed returns. The vote for congress stood, 
republicans 
185, democrats 187, socialists one. 
Majority to control is 218. 
Friends of Gaston, opponent of Senator Lodge were talking of 
asking a recount, in Indiana, Maryland, New 
Jersey, 
New 
York, Michigan and West Virginia where democratic senators 
replaced republicans. Republicans will displace democrats in 
Nebraska and possibly in Ohio. A democratic victory was scor­ 
ed in ninth congressional district of Virginia, which has been 
republican loi 22 years and placed Virginia with other South­ 
ern states sending a solid democratic delegation to the house. 
Texas elected one republican to congress— Wurzbach of San 
Antonio.

to his assistance.

G. W alker, where 
m edical aid was given but to no avail 
life being extinct. The atten d in g phy­ 
sician, pronounced he had died from 
a stroke of paralysis. 
In the death of Mr. W alker B raz­ 
os county loses one of its m ost be­ 
loved citizens, a noble husband, fa th ­ 
er and friend, a C hristian gentlem an, 
a m an who stood fo r the best things 
throughout his life.
